We have heretofore published an esti- 


mate of the cost of a road from Newport to 
Bristol Ferry, allowing the distance to be 
12 miles, which at $Hi,7oO pci mile for 
construction, cost of land and land damag- 
es, would amount to §201,000 to which was 
added, for equipment of the road §30,000. 
end steam ferry bunt 10,000; making UK 
estimate $2f>(>,000,\vliieh may still be found 
Euilicient. 
But taking the cost of the. 


Providence and* Bristol road as a guide, say 
$428,000 for 18 miles—that is to say £!>;!,- 
806 per mile for everything, 12 miles woul1' 
be §285,667. It is however known that 
the Providence and Bristol road has been 
a very costly one, particularly in that part 
of it which approaches Providence, 
there 


being much cutting through rocks.as well as 
building in the water, both very expensive. 


It is believed that there is nothing on the 


route along the Western shore of this island 
which would be anything like so expensive 
as the Northern part of the Providence and 
Bristol road, so that we may with confidence 
estimate the cost of a road to Bristol Ferry} 
with its equipments, at not over §23,000 j 
per mile, say §276,000 which would be but

denee and Bristol road per mile. In this i 
estimate is an allo'.vance for a steam ferrv 
boat; but, as it has been suggested that 
instead of the Providence and Bristol road 
being brought down to Bristol Ferry— 
which would require an addition to that" 
road of about 2 1-2 miles, at a very consid- i 
crab'e expense, which they might not be soj 
rea:lv to incur at present—it is thought they r 
mijht be willing to furnish and maintain the'. 
steam ferry boat as their part of the ex-' 
pense of effecting the connection between- 
the two roads, provided the boat should j 
run from the Ferry on this side, directly in- 
to Bristol harbor to the present depot, a 
distance of 2 3-4 miles. This would render ' 
any other outlay on their part unnecessary. 
To go directly across the Ferry would be 
about half a mile ,- this would, no doubt, be 
preierable for dispatch, but the former plan 
much more popular with the Providence 
and Bristol Railroad Co. as well as tlie peo- 
ple of Bristol; and the dilTerenee in time 
would not be very material, probably not 
more than 7 or 8 minutes at most.—
